WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


NY person who is the sole head of 

a fainily, or any male over 18 years 
jd, may homestead a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in) Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. The 
applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
ageney for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency. on 
certain conditions by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homestender may ive 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing umy pre-cmpta quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties.— Must reside upon the home- 

tead or pre-emption six months in 

each of six years From date of home- 
stead entry (including: time required 
earn each homestead patent) and eul- 
tivate fiftv acres extra, 

A homesteader Who has exhausted 
his homestead right aud cannot ab- 
tain a pre-emption may enter fora 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts, Duties, Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vate fifty acres and erect a house 
worth $800,000,

Has Done World Good 


Most of us know « lot about hot 
air, but the valuable uses to which 
alr reduced to such deadly tempera 
ture as 400 and more degrees below 
zero may be put is by no means so 
generally understood. Most people 
think of refrigeration chiefly as a 
means of making artificial ice and 
preserving food. The international 
congress of ,refrigeration which met 
fn Chicago has taught us t. what an 
extent refrigeration enters into  sci- 
ence, industry and the useful arts. It 
fg not only a vital factor in the food 
supply of the nation, as was pointed 
out by Professor Scribner, in charge 
of the government exhibit. It is also 
Claimed for it that of all the modern 
utilities it is the greatest, It is used 
in the manufacture of many of the ne- 
cessaries of life. It has, to cite con- 
vincing figures, com> to play such on 
important part in the industrial worid 
alone that over a «.tlion dollars in in- 
dustries depending upon abnormal 
as well as normal artificially created 
cold. 

Delegates from all over the entire 
world have been making these facts 
clear during the past few days. As 
to the use of refrigeration in chemis- 
tury, for instarce Dr. Kammerlingh On- 
nes has told of the liquefaction of gas 
ata temperature of 426 degrees below 
zero, or within two degree. of abso- 
lute zero, in which almost inconceiv- 
able temperatures the composition of 
atoms may, he asserts, be determin- 
ed.

TRICKS OF THE MOVIES 


moOW FILM PRODUCERS GPT 
STRANGH EFFEROTS, 


@rick Moving Pictures Are Mostly 
Made With a Stop Camera Which 
Allows Dummies To Be Substitut- 
ed For Live Actors at the Critical 
Moment — Method of Making 
Furniture Move. 


The stop camera is the medium by 
which a great many clever trick films 
ere taken, First of all, a film consists 
ef a series of still photographs called 
frames, each about half an inch in 
@epth, which are both photographed 
@nd thrown upon the screen at a 
Rormal speed of sixteen per second. 
The stop camera, however, is so ar- 
fanged that one single frame of the 
film may be exposed, the camera stop- 
péd, and alterations made, only the 
@ffects of which are filmed. 

A man is knocked down and appar- 
ently run over by a steam roller, but 
@s soon as it is off him he rises and 
walks away, full of life. This ts how 
such a picture is taken. The stop cam- 
tra films the man being knocked down 
By the steam roller, the knocking 
@own part being an acrobatic feat, 
@nd thén the camera is stopped, the 
feal man slips out of ‘‘the lines,” a 
@aummy is substituted, the camera 
Gets going again, but the film shows 
mo break, When the steam roller bas 
passed over the dummy the camera 
fs stopped, the dummy removed, and 
the real man Hes down in its place, 
efterwards to jump up in a very life- 
Hike manner. 

Another variety of trick film that 
has long mystified picture-goers ts 
that of the bricklayer who falls from 
the top of a sky-scraper into the 
street below, apparently without be- 
fing any worse for it. His legs, arms, 
@nd head scattered on the pavement 
mysteriously .vassemble, allowing 
the bricklayer to get up and waik 
@way. Iixactly the same procedure 
fe used; the top of the sky-sc.a, r 
@sually, being erected in the studio 
and backed up by cleverly-painted 
g@®cenery. The camera records the 
B.an's fail up to a certain point, and 
then stops, whilst the man ts safely 
€aught in a net hidden below. The 
mexi scene is in the street and shows 
the dummy crashing to the ground, 
the parts detaching themselves oa 
foncussion. The reasse-ubling is done 
by means of invisible wires; then the 
eamera is stopped, and the real m.n 
Gubstituted-—and one leans back and 
@ays, ‘Marvellous! How on earth is 
ft done?” 

The dummy ts used in numerous 
@ricks. The villain who perishes in 
the flames possesses only a straw 
heart beneath his waistcoat; tte 
Christian martyr, being compose. of 
highly indigestible material, affords 
little satisfaction to the wild beast 
devouring him. 

We have all seen the furniture be- 
bave as if influenced by hidden ma- 
ehinery and waltz round the room. 
This kind of film takes many days 
to prepare, the objects having to be 
moved ever so slightly between each 
Photograph, so that a film which 
takes but five or ten minutes to show 
may have been weeks in the making. 
The flowers which mysteriously ar- 
range themselves are also controlled 
by threads. 

Many producers are fond of show- 
mz a man jumping from a river toa 
bridge several bundred feet above. 
To obtain this effect the actor is film- 
ed dropping from the bridge in the 
ordinary way, but that portion of the 
film depicting his falling is reversed, 
thus giving the bizarre effect de- 
B@eribed. 

“Speedomania” {s put to shame by 
some of the folk on the film, who 
simply fly through space. The chase 
Picture, where a dozen promiscuous 
persons, {ntent upon revenge, chase 
the culprit at ever-increasing speed 
round a tree, is the most commonly 
known of these, Everything {s film- 
ed in the ordinary way, but when the 
film is being Joined up every other 
photograph is cut out, so that the ac- 
tion becomes twice as quick. The op- 
erator adds to th: fun by projétting® 
at considerably above the sixteen per 
second, 

Such extraordinary phenomena as 
Bava’ battles, in which men-o’-war 
ere blown up, brides collapse, trains 

e driven over inio the river, etc., 
re generally done in miniature tn 
the studio, the camera being brought 
sight close up to give things life-size 
appearance, the ‘‘sea’’ being a spe- 
elally prepared tank pl ced upon the 
studio table, 

Occasionally one sees motor cars 
elimb up bare walls — a seemingly 
fr rossible feat. The wall is a piece 
of puinted scenery laid upon the stu- 
dio floor. The car drives over tt, 
whilst the camera is placed up above. 
When t'e film is in its natural posi- 
tion it appears as if the car were 
running up a perfectly perpendicular 
wall, The vision effect requires very 
eareful handling, and is done by 
means of a double exposure. The 
primary scene is filmed first. Then, 
with the exception of one corner of 
the scene, where those appearing tn 
“vision” have to play their part, 
everything is draped in black. The 
game film is put through again, thus 
giving it a double exposure. Special 
Preparations in development ts re- 
sponsible for the traneparency of the 
“vision,”

BREEDING ABNORMAL FISH. 


Curious Castom of Chinese and Jap- 


; anes® Origin. 
| The telescope fish, a monstrous 
variety of , is a creation of the 

Chinese and Japanese fish breeders, | 
| who are past masters in the art o 
deforming nature. It has an almost | 
globular glistening body, gilded on | 
the sides, double dorsal fins and a 
long tail of peculiar shape. Its eyes 
and their sockets are very promin- 
ent and resemble the object glasses 
of telescopes, whence the name tele- 
Scope fish. A carp possessing this 
abnormal feature was discovered in | 
Japan in the 16th century, since 
which epoch the peculiar character 
has been p*rpetuated and combined 
with many variations in form and 
coloring, by careful selection and 
crossing. 

The variety known as Yen-tan-yen 
or “veil tail” preserves the normal 
structure of the eye during life, but 
its delicate transparent tail attains 
&n enormous size and falls in grace- 
ful folds, like a veil, producing ef- 
fects that a ‘serpentine’ dancer 
might envy, when a little fish moves 
in the sunlight. 

Other Japa‘ese varieties of the 
telescope fish are the “sheep’s nose,” 
which owes its name to the convex- 
{ly of its body; the “pig's snout,” 
which has a head resembling those 
of Asiatic swine, and the “fan tail,” 
which raises and spreads its tail in 
the manner of a fan-tail pigeon. 

The Chingse breeders of teleseope 
fish disdain these abnormalities of 
structure and devote their attention 
chiefly to coloring. By modifying 
the temperature of the water, and 
by impregnating it with lime and 
fron, they produce startling shades 
and markings. Among the innumer- 
able varieties thus obtained we may 
mention the ‘spotted,’ with a belly 
of silver, and sides and back marked 
with blue, yellow, black, rose and 
carmine dots; the crimson “ruby” 
and the “superb,” with glittering 
scales, scarlet belly, and black or 
bright red markings on the back.

Strange Commonwealth Within the 
Dominions of the Ozar. 


Russian authorities are puzzled to 
decide what should be done with the 
Imansk republic, a mysterious com- 
monwealth whose deeds and terrors 
have astonished Russia during the 
last six months. 

For 20 years this Imansk republic 
has existed in the Czar's dominions, 
with its own constitution, laws, pun- 
ishments, printing press and police, 
yet its discovery is only recent.

Some very bi- 
rarre explanations had been propound- 
ed before the ttime of Goethe, who was 
himself forced to own to the musician 


Zelter in a letter of Nov. 20, 1829, “1 | 


cannot give any definite answer to the 
question, ‘Whence comes the name 
Mephistopheles?” 

According to one theory it was a hy- 
brid Greco-Hebraic formation of me- 
phis and tophel (the liar); according 
to another its etymology was entirely 


Greek—very dubious Greck—mephos- | 


tophilos, “he who docs not love the 
light.” Though this derivation ts hard- 
ly acceptable, it appears that this was 
the original form of the name, the sec- 
ond vowel being replaced by 1 at first 
in England, whence it was taken into 
the popular German mystries. 

In the “Goethe Jahrbuch’ Herr 
Oelhke gives an entirely novel deriva- 
tion which, if farfetched, has at least 
the merit of originality. It is based on 
two names found in chapters 4 and 
15 of the second book of Samuel, 
Pephiboschetu and Architophel. He 
reminds us that it was customary in 
the middle ages when giving names to 
evil spirits to refer to the Old Testa- 
ment; hence the combination ‘‘Meph- 


y. | istopheles.”

Near Machakosboma a white travel- 
er was taken out of his tent by a man 
eater one night a good many years 
ago. A grewsome feature of the inci- 
dent: was that on its first attempt the 
lion was driven off after having seized 
and wounded its victim. Tbe wotnds 
of the latter were dressed, and he was 
again put to bed, but soon after he had 
been left alone the lion again forced 
his way into: the tent and this time 
carried the man off and ate him, 

Every year in East Africa natives 
are carried off from their villages or 
from hunting camps by man eating 
Hons. Occasionally one hears of man 
eating leopards, which usually coniine 
themselves to women and children, 
and there are man eating hyenas, but 
the true man eaters of Africa are lions 
and crocodiles.—Theodore Roosevelt in 
Scribner’s Magazine. 


BRITAIN FEARED NAPOLEON. 


And Lamb, Who Thought Him a Fine 
Fellow, Fanned the Flame. 

It was on Aug. 8, 1815, that “Gen- 
eral” Bonaparte, as his English cap- 
tora insisted upon calling him, was 
transferred from the Bellerophon to 
the ship Northumberland, to begin the 
journey to St. Helena There was 
much protest in England against the 
transportation of the distinguished 
prisoner, but the government remained 
firm. 

Official England could see nothing 
but danger in keeping such a dynamic 
force as Napoleon within its limits, 
and, harsh as the actions of the gov- 
ernment seemed, the position thus talk- 
en was not without logic. Napoleon 
had been placed on his honor at Elba, 
but honor did not weigh with him 
when ambition was concerned. 

Charles Iamb spoke for those who 
favored Napoleon's detention in Eng- 
land when be wrote to Southey: “Aft-

‘They 
should have given him Hampton court 
of Kensington, with a tether extending 
forty miles round London.” Lamb 
whimsically suggested that if Napo- 
leon remained in England the people 
might some day eject the Brunswick 
in his favor, and the government took 
the suggestion serlously. 

Now that Napoleon is safely dead 
such a fear seems absurd, but Napo- 
leon was then alive, and, In view of 
that fact, no government was safe in 
saying, “I should worry!''—Cleveland 
Plain Dealer.

The mystery has been cleared ., 
The boy Patrick, many times ! st, 
strayed and stolen, who kept Lachl. e 
and (be Valley oi Silence at Akaagog 
for many weeks, has found his par 
ents, He fs said to be living ‘appily 
with them at Fotsdam, New York, 
from which place he was originalty 
stolen by gypsie.. 

Some gypsies travelec through the 
Montreal district a couple of months 
ago, and about a month or six weeks 
ago, a youth named Patrick ragged, 
and uneducated turned up, hunery 
and useless, for he apparently had 
been taught no trad) of any kind, in 
the vicinity of Lachine. 

Here he was taken In chargs by 
Chief of Potice Roberi, to whom he 
told, bow he had escaped from « band 
of gypsies and had etolen a ride on a 
St. Lawrence ‘iver freight boat, whi hl 
bad vurned him off at the Lachine 
wharf, 

Chief Robert did not know what to 
do with him, as he did not seem o 
be able to read or write and abso- 


lutely had no {dea of who his people 
were, having been w'thb the gypsies 
f-r come seventeen yeurs. There- 


fore the elie? sent bim to Oka, ’ 
Trappist Monastery, and the monks 
giadly welcomed him, gave him so; 6 
light work, and named him Antoine 
Oyer, as he came to them when :beir 
honored Abbott Dom Antoine Oyer 
dled, 

His story at the time was published 
{fn the daily press with a picture of 
him, and this attracted the attention 
of his people, who wrote to the chief 
The chief told them that the best 
thing they coulu do was to come here 
and look him up. They got an aunt 
of the boy in Montreal! to interest her- 
self in bim, end through her efforis 
he was gotten home, and there is not 
the slightest doubt of his identity. 

The last Chief Robert heard of him 
was at Oka, t.e seemed to be well 
satisfied witb his let of novice to the 
silent Monks, but suddenly two weeks 
ago he disappeared from there. The 
news that be fs now with bis family 
in Potsdam came next. It also ap- 
pears that be had all the time a piece 
of paper containing the name of the 
place where he came from hidden in 
his clothes. 

This was given him by his adopted
